OYAMA BOMBARDING 
MUKDEN 


S t Petersburg, Feb. 28.—According 
to the Associated Press 
dispatches 
irom Mukden, the Japanese 
Sunday 
evening crossed the Shakhe river, but 
vhe place of ci'ossiug was eliminated 
by the censor. 
The 
advance 
was 
checked by Russian 
reinforooments. 
Till.- is tbe most imi)ortant news from 
the scene of war. Fighting is contin- 
uing on the Russian left flank, with In- 
dications that the .lapanese are plann- 
ing a demonstration against the cen- 
ter, but the Russians believe their po- 
tiitlons are Impregnable. 


A dispatch from General Kuropat- 
kln. dated February 26. says: 


"The enemy is continuing the of- 
fensive agaln-st the front of our Tsin- 
Khet-Chen detachment and has tutned 
both its flanivs. 


"The Japanese have also advanced 
against Kan-Tie Pass, turning our left 
flank, but oJl his attacks on Tangu 
and Bey-Da-Ling have been repulsed. 
His offensive movement against Bona- 
Pudz has also been'repulsed. At some 
positions our riflemen forced the Japa- 
nese outposts,to retire.

Japs Repulsed at Bayonets' Point 
Madyadani, Manchuria, Feb. 
28ir- 
After fighting of the most desperate 
nature the Russians remained in pos- 
session of Che and Da Passes, against 
which the Japanese had been flinging 
themselves madly from 
noon 
until 
dark. 


Tihe Russians, who 
were 
greatly 
outnumbered, sustained repeated at- 
tacks, some units losing as high as 70 
per cent in killed or wounded 
hand 
U) h'indHghting wJUi the bayonet, to 
which they were 
reduced owing to 
having 
fired 
their last bullets. 
In 
order to hold Da Pass the last reserves 
were sent to the firing line. 


The Japanese turning operation in 
the region of Gauto Pass was checked 
by a battalion of Russian 
infantry 
and several squadrons of cavalry, who 
x'epuloed the Japanese with heavy loss. 


The Japanese also tried to advance 
on Nangon and Vanupudzi, but were 
repulsed. 


Russian Pickets Driven In. 


Mukden, Feb. 2S. — The Japanese 
crossed 
the 
Shakhe 
river, 
having 
driven in the pickets of the Russian 
vanguard. Russian supports came up 
and stopped the Japanese advance. 


On the right fiank all is quiet, but 
movements of tlie Japanese indicate an 
intention of attacking 
the 
Russian 
centre at least in the way of a demon- 
stration. 


Heavy firing continued to the east- 
ward. 


The 
soldiers of the Tsinkhetchen 
division are In good spirits In spite of 
the heavy losses they have sustained, 
and the necessity which 
compelled 
them to retreat. They are encouraged 
by the execution they wrought upon 
the Japanese, whose bodies were piled 
In heaps outside the redoubts at Beres- 
nefftf and the trenches at Tsinkhet- 
chen, 


Japs 
Bombarding 
Mukden. 


Newchwang, Feb. 28, via Tien Tsin, 
—According to a person who has just 
returned here from 
the front, the 
Japanese are shelling Mukden with 11- 
inch mortars. The bombardment which 
was recently commenced is further re- 
ported to have caused great damage 
lar behind the Russian lines. 


Advices from Chinese sources say 
that a general engagement is in pro- 
gress all along the line. The heaviest 
fighting 
Is reported to be occurring 
on the Japanese right, and General 
Kuroki is said to 
be 
sweeping far 
north and threatening to crumple the 
Russians back on the railroad. 


A special force is reported to bo 
moving from the south and east, with 
the inteneion of cutting off tlie Rus- 
sians' communication by railroad with 
Vladivostok, 


fWENTY-THREE MINERS 
KILLED 


Terrific Explosion In Mint at Wilcoe, 


West Virginia- 
Roanoke, W. Va., Feb. 2 7 ^ A b th« 
result of an explosion in shaft No. I 
of the United States Coail and Coke 
company, at 
Wilcoe, yesterday, 23 
miners are supposed to have lost their 
lives, and It is possible ttiat the num- 
ber will exceed this. Up to 8 a..m. 15 
dead bodies ha-d been taken from the 
Shalt. A lar^« rescuing party ave in 


the mine. It Is barely poasible. but not 
likPly, that some of the i-snmining 
entombed minors will bo roscucd alive. 
The explosion was of terrific force and 
•shattered glass u .t dows a mile dis- 
tant 
Imme<Uately after 
thi) 
shock 
great numbers of miners, who wore 
off duty yesterday, it hchip; 
Sunday, 
rushed to the shfi.ft to 
find 
groat 
clouds of smoke and 
dust 
gushing 
from its mouth, Mothftra, children and 
otlipr relatives soon ^*oro weeping and 
pleading for the resruo of those dear 
to them entombed in the mine. 
The 
officials of tlie mines, including Gem 
eral Manager Rels, were soon on the 
ground, and the work of rescuing the 
minersi is now being directed by Mr. 
Reis. The dead miners thu.R far recov- 
ered are all Italians and Hungarians, 
and have not as yet been identified. 


The cause of tbe explosion has not 
yet been determined, and since it Is 
hardly probable any of those in the 
mine 
will be recovered 
alive, the 
cause of the explosion may never be 
known. 


E L E V E N ~ P E O N S 
CRUSHED TO DEATH 


Ghurch Floor Collapacd While Crowd. 
6d to Hold Fuueral Services. 


OVER FIFTY OTHERS 
INJURED 


New York, Feb. 28. — Eleven per- 
sons were killed and upwards of 50 
Injured, some probably fatally, by the 
collapse of the flooring of the Fleet 
Street 
Atrican 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church, in Brooklyn. Of those killed, 
eight were women, two men and one 
a child. 


The building was au ancient, ram- 
shackle frame structure, erected 60 
years ago, in the heart of the colored 
scctic^n of Brooklyn in Fleet street 
near Myrtlo avenue. 


Arrangements' 
had .been made to 
hold 
tunoral 
services over Sydney 
Painter, one of V^e oid^A^i members of 
the church, and the auditorium, which 
is on tlie second floor of the building, 
the ground floor being used 
by the 
Sunday school, waa crowded with an 
audience of upwards of 300 persons, 
of whom the majority were women. 


The congregation was waiting in si- 
lence for the arrival of Uio body, ^ d 
Pastor Jacobs was standing at 
the 
altar awaiting the summon.^ to meet 
the funeral procession at the door, 
when a sharp cracking of timbers was 
heard, and in an instiint the half of 
the auditorium nearest the door col- 
lapsed, carrying down more than 100 
persons, who 
were 
crushed in the 
wreckage of the flooring and pew^. A 
great volume of dust for a few> mo- 
ments hid from view the victims. The 
remainder of the 
audience, 
finding 
themselves cut off from the door,; and 
expecting every instant that the rest 
of the flooring would collapse under 
them, fought madly to reach the win- 
dows, and In some instances leaped 
from them and sustained serious in- 
juries. 


On the arrival of the police and fire- 
men the work of rescue began. Those 
remaining uninjured on the ixjrtion of 
the floor remaining Intact were taken 
from the windows by ladders. Those 
lying in the mass of wreckage on the 
lower floor could only be got at after 
the flremen had hewed their way to 
them ^vlth axes, Out of the wreck 10 
bodies were recovered and taken io a 
station house and about 30 were re- 
moved to the Brooklyn hospital, where 
three v/omen died soon after being ad- 
mitted. All the ambulances in Brook- 
lyn were called out, and about a score 
of those hurt v^ere able to go home 
after 
their 
injuries 
had 
been 
at- 
tended to. 


Heartrending scenes were witnessed 
in 
the 
station 
house, which 
was 
thronged with relatives and friends 
who came to Identify the dead. 


The cause of the collapse was the 
decayed condition of the beams and 
supports of the flooring. 


Sidney L. Painter, at whose funeral 
the congregation had gathered, was 
the organist of the church. About 150 
seats in the front of the church had 
been reserved for the mourners who 
were to accompany the body. This led 
to the massing of the congregation lij 
one place and a consequent concentra- 
tion of 
weight on the rotten 
floor 
beams, ivlilch is believod to have beeu 
the Immediate cause of the collapscr 


Coroner 
Flal^erty 
said 
that 
the 
church was condemned as unsafe sev- 
eral years ago, and that he intended 
to prosecute a thorough inquiry to flx 
the responsibility lor the disaytt;*.

NEW ORLEANS 


ei.500,G00 FIRE AT EOT SPRINGS 


New Orleims, Feb. 27.—Fire involv- 
ing millions of dollars loss In physical 
property, and that strikes a serious, if 
temiwrary, blow at the immense ex- 
iwrt trade of New Orleans, swept the 
river front and wii)ed out the vast 
freight terminals of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, known as the Stuyvesant Docks. 
Nearly ^ dozen 
squares of modern 
wharves and freight shotls. tw^o mag- 
nificent grain elevators, hundreds of 
loaded cars and vast 
quanUtios of 
freight, including 20,000 bales of cot- 
ton, were destroyed, together with a 
large 
number 
oi: small 
residences. 
The 
ocean-going 
shipping 
seems 
to have escaped seriotxa damage. 
A 
number of firemen and employes of 
the docks were injured. Actual osti- 
matots of the losses are impossible, 
though they may exceed $6.000,000. 


Tbe Stuyvesant Docks extend froni 
Louisiana avenue almost to Naiwleon 
avonue, a distance of 12 squares. The 
wharves 
between 
these two i)oints 
were covcrcd with miles of trackage, 
and steel and iron sheds ran the en- 
tire distance. 


The two grain elevators were of the 
most modern construction, the upper 
one having a capacity of a million 
bushol.s. Thousands of bales of cotton, 
several hundred thousand packages of 
sugar, great quantities of cotton seed 
oil and oil cake, lumber and every con- 
ceivable variety of freight filled the 
warehouses and sheds. Practic^^lly all 
the export business handled by the 
Illluois Central was put aboard ships 
at these docks. 


The fire is said to have resulted from 
a journal that had not been suflaciently 
oiled. The whole plant was equipped 
with gi?iautic water tanks and fire ox- 
ün^nishiiig apparatus, but the blaze; 
small at the 
beginning, almost 
in- 
stantly got beyond control, commuiil- 
catlng throuRh the convcyora to the 
lower elevator and some of the sheds. 
The response of the fire department 
was prompt, but owing to the fact 
that the terminals we're not readily ac- 
cessible, because of ffences and tracks, 
the engines found great dlfliculty In 
reaching the flames. In half an hour 
the fire coverdd two squares, tlie lower 
elevator 
wa.s 
pfactlcaliy consumed, 
and the firo was sweeping with irre- 
sistible fury both up and down the 
rivi'r. 


Fortunately Louisiana avenue is i 
very broad 
thoroughtase, 
and 
the 
further spread of the fire beyond that 
point into a residence section 
was 
checked. Between the points named, 
however, the 
flames 
swept to com- 
plete destruction 
many cottages of 
tho poorer classes, the occupants In a 
great many Instances losing all they 
possessed. 


During the fire a heavy wind blew, 
And the bla%G 
was of indescribable 
fury, carrying^ brands to great 
dis- 
tances, driving 
back the crowds of 
sightseers. 


FORTY CITY BLOCKS BURNED 


Conflagration 
at Hot 
Springs, 
Ark-, 
Caused Loss of $1,500,000. 


Hot 
Springs, Ark., Feb. 
27—The 
first estimates of the damage done by 
the great conflagration w(?ro not exag 
gerated. 
More than 40 city blocks 
have been eaten away by the 
flames, 
and tho most conservative 
estimate 
places the loss at |1.500,000, while sev- 
eral insurance men say the figures will 
reach $2,000,000. 


The three unk^o^Yn bodies recovered 
ai'e the only known fatalities. 


Tho citizens' relief committee has 
the situation well in hand. The amount 
subscribed for relief work totals $12, 
000, and the sum is being steadily In 
creased . 


The relief committee has áystema 
tizeá its work to such an extent that 
no deserving person rendered 
desti- 
tute by the conllagration has suffered 
for 
the 
ordinary 
comforts of 
life. 
Nearly every residence in the city has 
been thrown opeji-to such persons, and 
the management of the Oalilawn race 
track has tendercid the use of its grand 
staiid and cottagies. 


The fire niuvxv.á in the Grand Cen- 
tral Hotel, and its origin Is a mystery. 
A strong north wind was blowing, and 
before tbe fire uepartment could i'each 
the scene the flames spread rapidly tp 
adjoining: buildings.

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1 1 story of a Whale 


f^yttimiitmiiiini 


My hair is aB white aa the salt sea 
foam, and as I sit before the fire in 
the QUlet evening hour«, I often re- 
call the wild adventures of my early 
manhood. 
They were upon the ocean, 
along the shores of various lands, and 
mgsociated with the capture of 
the 
whale. 
Many of the books within my 
reach are full of interest» but I am not 
just now in a reading mood; and as 
my good wife is at this moment nod- 
ding over some of her fancy knitting, 
1 will have a pen-and-ink talk with 
you, my friend, about the times of old. 


Witihin the entire range of natural 
history there is nothing in ray opin- 
ion which can give to the 
general 
student a more profound Interest than 
the whale, and nothing in all 
the 
various pursuits of mankind possesses 
a more exciting and thrilling field of 
• adventure than that of hunting 
the 
whale. 


My experiences as whaler have been 
chiefly as an oilicer, and I have both 
maue and lost a good deal of money, 
sailing from New London and New 
Bedford. 


I cannot here go deeply Into the 
natural history of tne whale family, 
but will give you their names and a 
few particulars. 
The sperm whales, 
which sometimes move in schools of 
two or three thousand, and at 
the 
rate of six miles per hour, are sup- 
plied 
with 
teeth, 
attain 
their 
full 
growth 
in twenty years, 
and often 
yieiJ 150 barrels of oil, in addition to 
their sperm. 
Next in importance is 
the black or right whale, which has 
no teeth, but '^carries a bone in his 
mouth" which all nations have ad- 
mired and coveted. 
And then come 
the hump-back, fin-back, and sulphur 
bottom whales, which in different de- 
grees are sought for by the men who 
go down to the sea in ships. 


If we can believe anything that is 
asserted by the wise average man of 
science, the whale would never make 
a fish stew, as it is in reality a quad- 
ruped. 
It is a warm-blooded animal, 
and those appendages called fins or 
flippers 
are in 
reality 
its legs; 
its 
heart is like that of man and other 
mammals, having two cavities, and do- 
ing double duty in the line of circu- 
lating blood. 
It is not 
the offspring 
of an egg, but is born alive. 
What 
are generally called blowholes of the 
whale are really nothing but its nos- 
trils. 
The whalebone of 
commerce 
comes from the jaw of the animal, and 
is only found In the variety known as 
the Greenland or richt whale. 
While 
the whalebone whale has no teeth, 
those of the sperm whale are carried 
in the lower jaw; and as to the size 
which these creatures attain, it may 
be stated that they have been known 
to measure 100 feet in length, and to 
have weighed nearly 250 tons. 
We 
often hear the remark that something 
we see "is very like a whale," and 
yet there are several animals to which 
we may truthfully apply that remark, 
viz., the dolphin, porpoise, the gram- 
pus, bottle-nose manatee, sea elephant 
and narwhal or sea unicorn. 
Nor will 
I stop to to give all the particulars 
bearing upon the equipment of a whal- 
ing ship, but proceed at once with 
some of my adventures. 


And first, in fancy, let us take ^ 
little run in the South Atlantic. 
We 
are in the vicinity of a great plain of 
flea weed, which is the favorite food 
of tlie right whale, and they are num- 
erous In that vicinity. 
One of the 
crew has ascended 
to 
the 
''crow's 
nest," for you must understand that 
it is desirable \o discover a whale, or 
a school of them, before we come 
near enough to see them from the 
deck. 


The boats ars ready, equipped with 
harpoons and lances anti 
rope, 
the 
crews duly assigxied, when lo! from 
the crow's nest comes the cry, "There 
»he blows!" ''Where away?" 
"Abeam 
to the leeward, sir." 
"How far off?" 
"Two miles, sir." 
"Let us know when 
the ship heads for her," 
"Ay, ay. 
sir!" 
"Keep 
her off—hard up 
thf 
helm!" "Hard up it is, sir." "Steady! 
S-t-e-a-d-y: 
Fhere she blows! 
A 


large right whale with her calf, sir, 
heading ri^^ht at us. Very largo. There 
she IJJUWS! 
NOW half a mile off and 
feeding, sir, and i-uming right toward 
us:" 
Every moment must be quick 
and sure, with no guesoing or ques- 
tioning what is best. 
There ;Joes the 
great mother whale, followed by her 
ofispring, buth of them moving slow- 
ly and not heeding the coming danger 
The boat lias reached her side, a fear- 
ful flurry of excitement follows among 
the crew. 
One, two, and perhaps thrt;t' 
lances are thrown, and away she ¿.OPS, 
coloring the ocean with her 
blood, 
dragging the rope with fearful rapid- 
jty, then stops, goes into what wo call 
a flurry, or her death agony, whc^n she 
SM'ims with her head out of water, 
making a circuit of miles and lashing 
the sea into foam with her tail, and 
as 
she 
grows 
weaker 
and 
weaker, 
jilackens her pa^e, straightenr herself 
out upon the water on her side, and 


with her head invariably toward the 
east, dies. 
If the wind is blowing, 
the sea makes a clear breach over 
her as if she were a rock, and this 
has sometimes deceived the mariner. 
I remember one instance where a cap- 
tain reported in New York the dis- 
covery of a rock In the track to Eur- 
ope, and suggested tuat this had per- 
haps been the cause of many ship- 
wrecks, when he had only been de- 
ceived by a dead whale. 
It has fre- 
quently 
happened 
in my 
experience 
that a whale after being harpooned 
has turned in anger upon his pursuers, 
and with his great 
flukes 
shattered 
their boat to pieces and killing many 
men; and I have also known a whale 
when angry to raise himself so far out 
of water as to look like a man on his 
feet, and then to let himself 
down 
with a crash upon the ill-fated boat. 
And then the speed with which the 
whale can move is a continual wonder 
with all those who have hunted them. 
The quickness and facility with which 
they can use their monstrous flukes is 
only equalled by the coachman's whip. 
It was never my fate to be seriously in- 
jured by an angry whale, but they 
have frequently suggested 
very 
de- 
cided thoughts of eternity. 
Once a 
fellow dragged me downward into the 
sea 'Tull forty fathoms," judging by 
my feelings; and on another occasion 
I happened to be on the back of a big 
sperm whale when he made a start, 
and holding on to the harpoon. I trav- 
eled for a short time In a circle at the 
rate of thirty miles per hour, when I 
thought it expedient to slide into the 
sea and trust to being picked up by 
one of the boats forming the hunting 
party. 
And what will strike you as a 
fish story, but it is true, before I was 
rescued I actually went within an ace 
of swimming directly into the mouth 
of another whale which was strolling 
along the spot as if anxious to Inquire 
about the general commotion going on. 


The largest right whale I ever saw 
was captured off the coast of Kams- 
chatka by one of my crews, and tt was 
during the same year that I procured 
a full ship of 3200 barrels of oil and 
40.000 pounds of M'halebone within the 
space of sixty days. 
When the mon- 
ster just mentioned was killed, 
the 
sea was very rough. 
After the boats 
had been lowered, it was necessary to 
move them with great care, lest an 
unlucky wave should carry us on top 
of the whale, and this actually hap- 
pened, for when I called upon 
the 
harpooner to fasten, he did so, when 
our boat was instantly thrown upward, 
and one man killed. 
Fortunately, be- 
fore the boat filled, I had time to put 
a fatal lance into the whale, and we 
were rescued by another boat. 
As I 
was getting In, I saw near by the body 
of 
the killed man, in a standing po- 
sition. a few feet below the surface of 
the water, when by diving 1 caught 
him by the ear, but a big wave came, 
causing me to lose my hold, and the 
body of our brave comrade went down 
out of sight in the blue waters. 
Into 
this whale we were obliged to send 
a succession of lances, and he spouted 
blood and disgorged food for six hours, 
having in that time lost what we es- 
timated at a hundred parrels of blood 
alone. 
But I must tell you something 
more about this hero of Kamschatka. 
He was as long as our ship, and she 
measured 12Q feet; his greatest girth 
75 feet, head 30 feet long, and 
flukes 
30 feet broad, 
His lips alone made 
thirty 
barrels 
of 
oil; 
thioat 
and 
tongue the same amount, and the to- 
tal yield of his blubber was 240 bar- 
rels. 
The bone taken from the Inside 
of his mouth weighed 2800 pounds, 
and his market value, according to 
the prices of oil and bone then ruling, 
?lii,GUO, 


And now, without going into all the 
particulars as to how we hunters of 
the sea do our work when preparing 
o.ti' game for preservation, 1 will give 
>ou a few facts which have come to 
tny personal knowledge, bearing upon 
tno natural history of the whale. 


Here, for example, is a fact M'hich 
I have not seen mentioned in any 
authentic books. 
Oo taking olf 
the 
skin of a whale, you come to the blub- 
ber, which reals upon 
(he ilesJi or 
muscle, and this I have found to be 
covered with a fine hair or fur, about 
an inch long; to this fur is attached 
a black pigment which answers tlu-i 
purpose and is used by the sailors as 
.YOU would a common soap; but the 
significance of this fact i s - t h a t 
in 
reality it makes the v>hale a fur-bear- 
ing animal. 


yVnd now about their numbers. 
I 
have sailed a thousand jniles v.'ithout 
seeing even the sign of a whale; and 
yet, in the North Pacific, 1 have on 
several occasions looked upon a thous- 
and or more individuals of the sperm 
variety in one great school, covering 
the sea, apparently, to the horizon; 
and when tumbling and rolling and 
pitching and spouting, they have pre- 
sented a scene of grandeur and con- 
fusion which no pen could possibly do- 


scribe. 
In these schools there is al- 
ways one fellow «wimming in the cen* 
ter who seems to be the leader of the 
host, and it is called by the sailors 
the Old Soldier. And 1 may also here 
mention the curious fact that when 
you strike a whale with the lance, and 
he makes a demonstration with his 
tall, the entire herd go through pre- 
cisely the same motion, as if influenced 
by a kind of magnetism. 
Nor should 
I omit an allusion to the almost hu- 
man intelligence of the whale. 
I have 
known them to lie perfectly still long 
enough to let me get within reach of 
their flukes, and then suddenly turn 
upon the boat and crush it with their 
capacious jaws; and thus have I seen 
them watch for and destroy a num- 
ber of boats and killing a number of 
men. 
All this is very unkind on the 
part of the kingly creatures of the 
oc«an, but I have never been disposed^ 
•''to blame them for any of their savage 
eccentricities. Not only are they hunt- 
ed and killed by the Yankee race, but 
they have a more terrible enemy that 
goes by the name of the killer. This 
creature is serpent-like in appearance, 
armed with sharp teeth, and as the 
right whale often swims with 
his 
mouth open, the killer fastens himself 
on his tongue. 
When thus attacked, 
the whale may be heard a distance of 
ten miles, meanwhile lashing the sea 
into foam with his flukes. After the 
killer 
has 
eaten 
away 
the 
tongue, 
then, as a matter of course, the whale 
dies from starvation. 
But again, to 
look upon a pair of whales 
when 
fighting with each other is a sight that 
can never be forgotten. 
I have seen 
an old fellow, after coming out of 
such a conflict, with his jaw bones 
bent all out of place, and with fearful 
gashes on his head and all along his 
body. When 
thus 
fighting—and 
the 
leaders of the various schools often 
come 
together—they 
always 
roar, 
which resembles deep thunder, and the 
spray which they often scatter into the 
air reminds one of the surf on a rocky 
shore. And then they are so ferocious. 
During the Civil War it was my fort- 
tme to participate in two battles, but 
the terror I then experienced was not 
to be compared with that caused by a 
fight between angry whales in 
the 
North Pacific. 


And here comes in an incident which 
happened to mc at New Zealand a 
great many years ago. I had killed a 
whale, and having stripped 
off the 
blubber cast off the carcass. The wind 
and tide landed it high and dry on the 
shore. A few vreeks afterwarcls, on 
visiting this spot, I found thac a whole 
family of natives had eaten their way 
In(o the carcass and turned it into a 
habitation; and this was anything but 
a "sweet home/' and its Influence— 
such as it was—prevaded the whole 
country for miles around. 


And now, my good friend. I will con- 
tinue my yarns, which I tell you are all 
true, with a brief dash at the sea-ser- 
pent. I am a believer in the veritable 
existence of such a creature. I once 
saw a specimen In the South Atlantic 
Ocean, near the Ascension Islands. He 
was at least sixty feet long, anl I fol- 
lowed him with a bold crew for at 
least two miles, but he gave us the 
slip, and went down into the world 
unknown, and I have talked with many 
whalemen in different parts of 
the 
world who substantiated my belief. 


In 1847, while working, away from 
Cape Horn against a head wind, J ran 
my vessel into a bay and found safe 
anchorage." After night had 
settled 
upon us, I discovered a light not far 
from shore, and was greatly bothered 
to know what it meant. When morning 
came I made an exploration, and found 
a trio of shipwrecked sailors in a kind 
of camp. They were in a terrible plight, 
almost without clothing, and greatly 
emaclaied by hunger. Here they had 
been lor nine months, and one of them 
was so weak that he could not stand. 
Seven men had deserted from the ship 
Elinor of Mystic and four of them had 
died and were still unburied. Their 
tale of suffering was most deplorable, 
but I took these survivors on board 
my ship and succeeded in bringing 
them alive and well to New Bedford. 
Many years afterwards, while sitting 
in a friend's ofllce In New York, 1 sud- 
denly heard my name called by a per- 
son preijent, who rushed up and threw 
his arms around my neck. Ho was a 
very largo and rough looking fellow, 
and these were his words: 


''Sure's I'm a living man, this is 
the tapiian who saved my life at Cape 
Horn! Don't you know me, captain— 


asked if some of his passengers might 
come aboard and see the process of 
cutting in. I consented, and 
among 
those who visited us was a young lady, 
accompanied by her brother, I did all 
the honors as well as I could, and gave 
them a good dinner. The lady was 
greatly pleased, and told her brother 
she did not wish to return to the trans- 
port, but would like to remain on the 
beautiful American vessel. But 
thia 
could not be, and when the time came 
for parting, I noticed a squall coming 
up from the offing, which induced me 
to take the visitors to their vessel In 
my own boat. After a hard pull of two 
hours, for the transport had drifted a 
great distance, I placed the party on 
board, and then the lady asked permis- 
sion to give my crew a drink of brandy 
all around. I consented with 
reluc- 
tance, and was foolish enough tb par- 
ticipate in the treat; and whenjt.was 
ended.and we were bidding adieu, I 
accidentally backed off the gangway 
and fell into the sea, between the ship 
and our boat. I went down about thirty 
feet, and when I came up found my- 
self astern of the ship, about i\venty 
rods off. Although the water was rough 
I had strength to keep on the top. and 
it was not long before a life-boat 
reached me, and I was saved, but en- 
tirely helpless from exhaustion. And 
then it was that I heard of the fearful 
screams which my lady friend had 
uttered when she thought herself the 
cause of my death, and also that it 
was by her own hands that the life- 
boat had been lowered which saved 
me from drowning. When, after many 
hours, I had reached my own vessel 
again, and reflected on all that had 
happened, I solemnly resolved that I 
wopld never again touch one particle 
of any kind of intoxicating drink, and 
I have never broken my vow down 
to the present day. Had I been drown- 
ed, the owner of the vessel would have 
lost heavily, and as all I then pos- 
sessed was invested in that ship, my 
widow 
would 
have 
been 
penniless. 
But by the special mercy of the Crea- 
tor, my wife was saved; not only that, 
but after a cruise of fifteen months, 
circumnavigating the globe, I returned 
home v/ith a full ship, and 
having 
thus acQuired a little fortune, conclud- 
ed to coll up my ropes and anchor on 
slK)re for the balance of my days.— 
Forest and Stream.

Woman Attacked iii Home. 


A criminal assault was attempted Wed- 
nesday morning between the hours of four 
and five o'clock at the home of Mrs.

On the same night, six freight cars three 
of them in the yards of the W. M. rail- 
road, west of Gettysburg, the others on 
the siding at the W. M. railroad freight 
house, M'ere broken into. 
Only one con- 
tained what the thieves wanted and they 
carried off a box filled with paint in tin 
cans and another box filled with women's 
heavy shoes. 
It is suspected that the rob- 
bery is traceable to the same men who en- 
tered the Sheeder house.—News.

OYAMA BOMBARDING MUKDEN 


S t Petersburg, Feb, 28.—^Accordinj 
to tho Associated Press dispatches 
trom Mukden, the Japanese Sunday 
evening crossed the Shakhe river, but 
vhe place of cx'ossiug was eliminated 
by the censor. 
The 
advance 
was 
checked by Russian reinforroments. 
TliK« is the most imi)ortant news from 
the scene of war. Fighting is contin­ 
uing on the Russian left flank, with in­ 
dications that the Japanese are plann­ 
ing a demonstration against the cen­ 
ter, but tho Russians believe their po­ 
sitions are impregnable. 
A dispatch from General Kuropat- 
kln. dated February 26. says: 
"The enemy is continuing the of­ 
fensive against the front of our Tsin- 
Khet>Chen detachment and has tutned 
both its flaniis. 
“The Japanese have also advanced 
against Kan-Tie Pass, turning our left 
flank, but oJl his attacks bn Tangu 
and Bey-Da-Ling have been repulsed. 
His offensive movement against Bona- 
Pudz has also been'repulsed. At some 
poeitions our riflemen forced the Japa­ 
nese outposts.to retire.

Japs Repulsed at Bayonets' Point. 
Madyadani, Manchuria, Feb. 28 
After fighting of the most desperate 
nature the Russians remained in pos­

dark. 
Tihe Russians, who 
were 
greatly 
outnumbered, sustained repeated at­ 
tacks, some units losing as high as 70 
per cent in killed or wounded

having fired their last bullets. 
In 
order to hold Da Pass the last reserves 
were sent to the firing line. 
The Japanese turning operation in 
the region of Gauto Pass was checked 
by a battalion of Russian infantry 
and several squadrons of cavalry, who 
repulsed the Japanese with heavy loss. 
The Japanese also tried to advance 
, on Nangon and Vanupudzi, but were 
repulsed. 


Russian Pickets Driven In. 
Mukden, Feb. 28. — The Japanese 
crossed 
the 
Shakhe 
river, 
having 
driven in the pickets of the Russian 
vanguard. Russian supports came up 
and stopped the Japanese advance. 
On the right flank all is quiet, but 
movements of tlie Japanese indicate an 
intention of attacking 
the 
Jlussian 
centre at least in the way of a demon­ 
stration. 
Heavy firing continued to the east­ 
ward. 
The 
soldiers of the Tsinkhetchen 
division are in good spirits in spite of 
the heavy losses they have sustained,

other relatives soon ^•oro weeping and 
pleading for the resnuo of those dear 
to them entombed in the mine, 
Tho 
officials of tlie mines, including Gen^ 
eral Manager Reis, wore soon on the 
ground, and the work of rescuing the 
mlnersi is now being directed by Mr. 
Reis, The dead miners thus far recov­ 
ered are all Italians and Hungarians, 
and have not its yet been identified. 
The cause of the explosion has not 
yet been determined, and since it Is 
hardly probable any of those in the 
mine 
will be recovered 
alive, the 
cause of the explosion may never be 
known. 


ELEVEN PERSONS 
CRUSHED TO DEATH 


Church Floor Collapsed While Crowds 
to Hold Funeral Services. 


OVER FIFTY OTHERS INJURED 


New York. Feb, 28. — Eleven per­ 
sons were killed and upwards of 50 
Injured, some probably fatally, by the 
collapse of the flooring of the Fleet 
Street African Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in Brooklyn. Of those killed, 
eight were women, two men and one 
a child. 
The building was an ancient, ram­ 
shackle frame structure, erected 60 
years ago, in the heart of the colored 
section of Brooklyn in Fleet street 
near Myrtle av^^nue. 
Arrangements’ 
had ^ been made to 
hold 
tunoral 
services over Sydney 
Painter, one of tibe old^^i members of 
the church, and tho auditorium, which 
is on tlie second floor of the building, 
the ground floor being used by the 
Sunday school, was crowded with an 
audience of upwards of 300 persons, 
of whom the majority were women. 
The congregation was waiting in si­ 
lence for the arrival of tlio body, iUid 
Pastor Jacobs was standing at the 
altar awaiting the summons to meet 
the funeral procession at the door, 
when a sharp cracking of timbers was 
heard, and in an instant the half of 
the auditorium nearest tho door col­ 
lapsed, carrying down more than 100 
persons, who 
were 
crushed in the 
wreckage of the flooring and pew^. A 
great volumo of dust for a few mo­ 
ments hid from view the victijjis* The 
remainder of the 
audienoe, finding 
themselves cut off from the door,: and 
expecting every instant that the rest 
of the flooring would collapse under 
them, fought madly to reach tho win­ 
dows, and in some instances leaped 
from them and sustained serious in­ 
juries. 
On the arrival of the police and fire­ 
men the work of rescue began. Those 
remaining uninjured on the ixjrtion of 
the floor remaining intact were taken 
from the windows by ladders. Those 
lying in the mass of wreckage on the 
lower floor could only be got at after 
the firemen had hewed their way to 
them with axes. Out of the wreck 10 
bodies were recovered and taken to a 
station house and about 30 were re­ 
moved to tho Brooklyn hospital, where 
three Women died soon after being ad­ 
mitted. All the ambulances In Brook- 
lyn were called out, and about a score 
of those hurt v,^ere able to go home 
after 
their injuries had 
been 
at­ 
tended to. 
Heartrending scenes were witnessed 
in 
the 
station 
house, which 
was 
thronged with relatives and friends 
who came to identify the dead. 
The cause of tho collapse was the 
decayed condition of the beams and 
supports of the flooring. 
Sidney L. Painter, at whose funeral 
the congregation had gathered, was 
the organist of the church. About 150 
seats in the front of the church had 
been reserved for the mourners who 
were to accompany the body. This led 
to the massing of the congregation li?

ei.500,000 FIRE AT EOT SPRINGS 


New Orleims. Feb. 27.—Fire involv­ 
ing millions of dollars loss in physical 
property, and that strikes a serious, if 
temiwrary, blow at the immense ex- 
ix3rt trade of New Orleans, swept the 
river front and wii)ed out tbo vast 
freight terminals of the Illinois Cen­ 
tral, know’n as the Stuyvesant Docks* 
Nearly ä dozen 
squares of modern 
wharves and freight shods. two mag­ 
nificent grain elevators, hundreds of 
loaded cars and vast 
quantities of 
freight, including 20,000 bales of cot­ 
ton, were destroyed, together with a 
large number of small riisidences. 
The 
ocean-going 
shipping 
seems 
to have escaped serious damage. 
A 
number of firemen and employes of 
the docks were injured. Actual esti­ 
mates of the losses are impossible, 
though they may exceed 15.000,000, 
The Stuyvesant Docks extend froni 
Louisiana avenue almost to Naiwleon 
avenue, a distance of 12 squares, Tho 
wharves 
between 
these two ix)ints 
were covered with miles of trackage, 
and steel and iron sheds ran the en­ 
tire distance. 
The two grain elevators were of tha 
most modern construction, the upper 
one having a capacity of a million 
bushels. Thousands of bales of cotton, 
several hundred thousand packages of 
sugar, great quantities of cotton seed 
oil and oil cake, lumber and every con­ 
ceivable variety of freight filled the 
w’arehouses and sheds. Practically all 
the export business handled by the 
Illinois Central was put aboard ships 
at those docks. 
The fire is said to have resulted from 
a journal that had not been sufl3ciently 
oiled. The whole plant was equipped 
with gigantic water tanks and fire ex­ 
tinguishing apparatus, but the blaze; 
small at tho 
beginning, almost 
in­ 
stantly got beyond control, communi­ 
cating throuRTh the convcyors to the 
lower elevator and some of the sheds. 
The response of the fire department 
was prompt, but owing to tho fact 
that the terminals w'eVe not readily ac­ 
cessible, because of ffences and tracks, 
the engines found great difllculty in 
reaching the fiamé». In half an hour 
the fire coverdd two square«, tlie lower 
elövator 
was 
pfactically consumed, 
and the lire was sweeping with irre­ 
sistible fury both up and down the 
river. 
Fortunately Louisiana avenue is a 
very broail 
thoroughta\e, 
and 
the 
further spread of the fire beyond that 
point into a residence section 
was 
checked. Between tho points named, 
however, the flames swept to com­ 
plete destruction 
many cottages of 
tho poorer classes, the occupants in a 
great many Instances losing all they 
possessed. 
During the fire a heavy wind blew, 
And the blaze 
was of indescribable 
fury, carrying^ brands to great dis­ 
tances. driving 
back the crowds of 
sightseers. 


FORTY CITY BLOCKS BURNED 


Conflagration at Hot Springs, Ark., 
Caused Loss of $1,500,000. 
Hot Springs, Ark., Feb, 27.—The 
first estimates of the damage done by 
the great conflagration were not exag­ 
gerated. 
Moro than 40 city blocks 
have been eaten away by the flames, 
and the most conservative estimate 
places the loss at 11,500,000, while sev­ 
eral insurance raen say the figures will 
reach $2,üüO,OOU. 
The three unknown bodies recovered 
ai'e the only known fatalities. 
The citizens' relief committee has 
the situation well in hand. The amount 
subscribed for relief work totals |12,- 
000, and the sum is being steadily in­ 
creased , 
The relief committee has öystema- 
tisüed its work to such an extent that 
no deserving person rendered desti­ 
tute by the conflagration has suffered 
for the ordinary comforts of life. 
Nearly every residence in the city has 
been thrown opoJi'to such persons, and 
the management of the Oaklawn race 
track has tendercid the use of its grand 
staiid and cottagies. 
The fire startííd In the Grand Cen­ 
tral Hotel, and its origin is a mystery. 
A strong north wind was blowing, and 
before the fire uepartment could reach 
the scene the flames spread rapidly tp- 
adjoining baildings.

RAISING DRUG PLANTS 


By GEORGE E. WALSH. 


^ O M ^ HE United States raises a 
tf 
good many of its medicln- 


O 
O al plants, but it Is so ad- 


J 
X 
dieted to the drug habit 
that it pays an annual bill 
of sumo $ia()(X),(X)0 to other countries 
for importations. 
If these drugs must 
be used, it Is only natural to ask if 
tlie patient cannot save some of the 
money by encouraging the home indus- 
try 
A good many of tho drug plants 
are products of the tropics, and cannot 
be raised here; but expert uuthorities 
inform us that some four or five mil- 
lion dollars' worth of the others could 
readily be produced in the back yards 
of our suburban homes. 


There has been a steadily increasing 
shortage in the common golden seal, 
or Hydrastis canadensis. 
At one time 
golden seal was so abundant In the 
East that it was torn up and burnt by 
farmers to keep it from overrunning 
their fields. In the Ohio valley it was 
considered a i)est. 
But to-day it is 
worth about seventy-five cents a pound 
wholesale in the market, and it is eag- 
erly hunted for by drug plant collect- 
ors. There are scarcely 150,000 pounds 
collected annually in this country, and 
the actual demand is several times this 
amount. 


Golden seal will grow easily on rich, 
loose garden soil. The soil should be 
made to imitate that of the woods or 
forest as nearly as possible. The plants 
are put in rows six Inches from each 
other, with a foot between each row. 
It takes about three years from plant- 
ing before harvesting, and after that 
an annual supply of roots should be 
had. In two seasons the original plants 
should increase foui* times by dividing 
the rhizomes, which can be cut up In 
the fall. After the second year the in- 
crease should be much faster, for the 
rhizomes can be cut into small pieces, 
and cach one bearing a bud will form 
a new plant. 
The original plants can 
either be obtained from the woods or 
from nurseries. 
In either case they 
should be planted in late summer, and 
carefully protected the first winter. 


The cultivation of seneca root, or 
snakeroot (Polygala senega), has also 
been undertaken in this country. Like 
golden seal it was at one time very 
abundant in this country, and it was 
gathered by collectors of drug plants 
Jn the South. 
The annual 
shortage 
has sent the price for it soaring. Cas- 
cara 
sagrada, 
Rhamnus 
purshiana. 
and the coneflower, or Echinacea an- 
gustifolia, are also running short in 
this 
country, 
and 
their 
cultivation 
could be undertaken with a sure knowl- 
edge that prices would be maintained 
for years to come. 
Plantations of 
these drug plants- should yield a good 
income after the second year, and if 
the propagation increased by cuttings, 
the supply should be satisfactory. 
' A curious fact in regard to the drug 
trade Is that we are to-day importing 
in 
considerable 
quantities 
ordinary 
medicinal plants which are found grow- 
ing wild in this country, and are large- 
ly neglected. In some cases these wild 
plants are destroyed by farmers as 
iioxlons weeds, and their very presence 
on the farm is an eyesore- to them. In 
this class of despised drug plants we 
have the common dandelion, burdock, 
couch grass and curly dock. 
The 
poor Italians of our towns and cities 
are apparently the only ones to appre- 
ciate the value of these common medi- 
cinal plants. In the spring and summer 
of the year they go forth to dig the 
roots of the dandelion and dock in gar- 
dens. lanes and by the roadsides. 
In 
speaking to one of these Italian col- 
lectors. the writer ascertained that he 
made nearly a hundred dollars a year 
this way. Only a small fraction of hia 
time was given to collecting. 


Fair prices are quoted in the drug 
trade for dock and dandelion roots, 
and the cultivated sorts are so iiiuch 
superior to the wild that there is mon- 
ey jn them. 
All that the farmer or 
householder needs to do is to start a 
rich piece of damp ground with the 
roots of the dandelion or burdock, and 
then by transplanting cuttings each 
year a large supply could be raised. 
The plants take possession of the soil, 
but the small ones should be thinned 
out to give the better growths moi-e 
room. 
To cultivate dandelions, bur- 
dock and couch grass seems like an ab- 
surdity to some, but we have it upon 
the autliority of the Department of Ag- 
riculture that many tons of these roots 
aro imported annually into this coun- 
try for the drug trade. 


Experiments have been made to In- 
troduce the camphor and cork trees 
in the Southern States, and some little 
success has been attained, but it would 
seem much more to the point if farm- 
ers would attempt the cultivation of 
wild native plants that we now have 
to import to, meet the ordinary drug 
trado demand. 
There is a common 
bage, which M-xi raise in such small 
quantities that we have to depend upon 
Italy for our needs. 
The prices 
for 
arc small, and this fact iias dis- 
cauraged inauy from undertaking t-> 
raise i t 
But the plant is easily cul- 
tivated. requiring practically no great 
attention, and its annual crop of leaves 
is large. 
Five or ten acres devoted to 
sago growing yields excelleiiC returns 


on the money and labor invested. 
It 
will grow in soil that Is not very rich, 
and once the plantation is started, it 
continues to yield an Income for the 
simple work of harvesting it. To make 
it profitable it should bo raised on a 
fairly liberal scale—not less than five 
or ten acres. 
In the South In partic- 
ular it can be raised at little cost. 
It 
can be started from seed, and then in- 
creased rapidly by cuttings, so that 
within two or three years a plantation 
should be in full growth. 
The leaves 
are simply stripped from the bushes 
and dried out of doors on wooden racks, 
after which they are baled for market. 


Belladona, henbane and stramonium 
grow in this country under cultiva- 
tion, so tbat good crops can be har- 
vested, and they all occur here as wild 
plants or weeds. AVe import quantities 
of all three from middle and southern 
Europe, and pay a good price for them. 
All of these are susceptible to culture 
in small gardens, their roots growing 
rapidly, and their leaves furnishing an 
abundance of medicinal material 
for 
drug purposes. 
Stramonium is an an- 
nual, and must be planted from seed 
each year, but belladona and henbane 
are biennials, and can be increased by 
root division. The leaves are collected 
and dried in warnij airy places for 
market. 


Prices for these drugs are moderately 
good, and an acre of land devoted to 
their culture should yield fair protits. 
the labor of cultivating is smail, the 
chief item of expense being harvesting 
and drying of the leaves. In the case of 
belladona the roots are also collected 
and sold for medicinal purposes. 
The 
work is all light, interesting and profit- 
able for man or woman. 


While caraway, anise, and coriander 
seeds are not usually classed among 
drugs in the eyes of the average per- 
son, they are thus claslfled by dealers. 
They are imported in large quantities 
from other countries. 
The value of 
imported anise-seed oil alone is nearly 
$100,000. All three of these plants can 
be successfully raised in the average 
well-drained garden. 
The seeds are 
gathered just before they are ripened, 
and when dried they have a steady 
market at nearly all seasons of the 
year. 
Unlike many garden products, 
they are not subject to violent fluctua- 
tions in price, nor are they perishable 
goods if held for some time', or shipped 
to a distant market. 


We import nearly $3,000.000 wortli 
of crude opium for smoking purpose.s 
or in the form of alkaloids derived 
from the opium poppy. In many parts 
of the South the true opium poppy 
grows successfully, and the products 
are of the highest commercial value. 


There is needed a well-drained, rich 
soil for the opium poppy, and the small 
seeds are drilled or sown into rows.* 
There is more skill required for this 
plant than most of the others men- 
tioned. 
When the capsules appear on 
the plant they are gently scraped or 
scored with a knife, and through this 
slight incision the milk of the plant 
oozes. 
This quickly coagulates, hard- 
ensj and turns black. 
It is collected 
then for medicinal purposes, and re- 
fined by various processes. 
The in- 
cisión on the capsule is not deep enough 
to injure the maturing of the seeds, 
which later are shaken out, and the oil 
is expressed from them. Southern Cal- 
ifornia, Texas, 
Florida, 
and 
othei 
Southern States appear adapted to the 
culture of the opium poppy for commer. 
cial piu'poses. 


We import some 40,000 pounds of 
thyme oil, which is made from the 
ordinary thyme of our old New En^- 
land gardens, while great quantities 
of the leaves are used for culiuary pur- 
poses. 
The commercial 
growing of 
thyme on a small scale should prove a 
profitable industry, cs:>ecially as a Bide 
issue in gardening or farming Avhere 
land is cheap and plentiful. 


Lavender oil is of medicinal value, 
and lavender seeds and leaves of great 
toilet value. 
Our total importations 
of tills oil and leaves amount in value 
to over §100,000. The lavender of com- 
merce is raised in this country for pri- 
vate uses, and it should find a place in 
the ordinary garden of drugs that one 
starts for profit. Its sweet odor should 
add materially to the pleasure of cul- 
tivating the plants. 


Chamomile fiowers, senna leaves, and 
the leaves and fiowers of saffron and 
.salfiower are imported for the drug 
trade to a total valuation of about 
$170,000. 
They 
are nil plants 
that 
thrive in this country, and in the early 
New England days, when drug stores 
were scarce, they were found in nearly 
every lierb or medicinal plant garden. 
They are found growing wild in some 
parts of this country, especially in the 
neighborhood of old gardens, /where 
they were probably at one time culti- 
vated. 


The roots of sarsaparilla grow wild 
in the Carolinas, and they have been 
cultivated to some extent in other parts 
of the country, while orris, gentian, and 
ginger roots have been experimented 
with in the warm Southern States.— 
Scl9ntific American,

The machine is sixty feet long and 
thirty feet wide. The motJve power is 
furnished liy oil. 
It is such an expen- 
sive "harvest hand" that one farmer 
can not, of course, own it alone, but it 
is the property of a company, and goe« 
from one farm to another, 
Klght men 
are required to run it. As ilie machine 
starts oil' the grain begins falling in 
sacks on the opposite side from where 
it is cut. and the straw drops into a 
cart behind. 


Three machines sent to Paissia for 
work on tho steppes M'ere delayed in 
China and captured by the ''Boxers."

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My hair Is as white aa the s«lt sea 
foam, and a« I Bit before the fire in 
ihe QUlet evening hour«, I often re 
caJl the wild adventures of my early 
manhood. They were upon the ocean, 
along the shores of various lands, and 
aasociated with the capture of the 
whale. 
Many of the books within my 
reach are full of Interest, but I am not 
Just now In a reading mood; and as 
my good wife is at this moment nod- 
ding over some of her fancy knitting, 
1 will have a pen-and-ink talk with 
you, my friend, about the times of old. 
Witihln the entire range of natural 
history there is nothing in my opin­ 
ion which can give to the general 
student a more profound interest than 
the whale, and nocihing in all the 
various pursuits of mankind possesses 
a more exciting and thrilling field of 
adventure than that of hunting the 
w^hale. 
My experiences as whaler have been 
chiefly as an oilicer, and I have both 
maue and lost a good deal of money, 
sailing from New London and New 
Bedford. 
I cannot here go deeply Into the 
natural history of tne whale family, 
but will give you their names and a 
few particulars. 
The sperm whales, 
which sometimes move in schools of 
two or three thousand, and at the 
rate of six miles per hour, are sup­ 
plied 
with 
teeth, 
attain 
their full 
growth in twenty years, and often 
yieiJ 150 barrels of oil, in addition to 
their sperm. 
Next in importance is 
the black or right whale, which has 
no teeth, but “carries a bone in his 
mouth*' which all nations have ad« 
mired and coveted. 
And then come 
the hump-back, fin-back, and sulphur 
bottom w’hales, which in different de- 
grees are sought for by the men who 
go down to the sea in ships. 
If we can believe anything that is 
asserted by the wise average man of 
science, the whale would never make 
a fish stew, as it is in reality a quad- ■ 
ruped. 
It is a warm-blooded animal, 
and those appendages called fins or 
fiippers are in reality its legs; 
its 
heart is like that of man and other 
mammals, having two cavities, and do­ 
ing double duly in the line of circu­ 
lating blood. 
It is not 
the offspring 
of an egg, but is born alive. 
What 
are generally called blowholes of the 
whale are really nothing but its nos­ 
trils. 
The whalebone of commerce 
comes from the jaw of the animal, and 
is only found in the variety known as 
the Greenland or right whale. 
While 
the whalebone whale has no teeth, 
those of the sperm whale are carried 
in the lower jaw; and as to the size 
which these creatures attain, it may 
be stated that they have been known 
to measure 100 feet in length, and to 
have weighed nearly 250 tons. 
We 
often hear the remark that something 
we see **is very like a whale,*' and 
yet there are several animals to which 
we may truthfully apply that remark, 
viz., the dolphin, porpoise, the gram­ 
pus, botlle-nose manatee, sea elephant 
and narwhal or sea unicorn. 
Nor will 
1 stop to to give all the particulars 
bearing upon the equipment of a whal- 
Ing ship, but proceed at once with 
some of my adventures. 
And first, in fancy, let us take ^ 
little run in the South Atlantic. 
We 
are in the vicinity of a great plain of 
sea weed, which is the favorite food 
of tlie right whale, and they are num­ 
erous in that vicinity. 
One of the 
crew has ascended 
to 
the ‘‘crow’s 
nest," for you must understand that 
St is desirable \o discover a whale, or 
a school of them, before we come 
near enough to see them from the 
deck, 
The boats ars ready, equipped with 
Imrpoons and lances and rope, tho 
crews duly assigxjed, when lo! from 
the crow’s nest comes the cry, “There 
»he blows!" **Where away?" 
“Abeam 
to the leeward, sir," 
“How far off?” 
“Two miles, sir." 
“Let us know when 
the ship heads for her." 
“Ay, ay. 
sir!" 
“Keep her off—hard up thc 
heim!" “Hard up it is, sir," “Steady! 
S-t-e-a*d-yI “ 
“There she blows! 
A 
large right whale with her calf, sir, 
heading right at us. Very largo. There 
she blows! 
Now half a mile off and 
feeding, sir, and i-uming right toward 
u s ;“ 
Every moment must be quick 
and sure, with no guesoing or ques­ 
tioning what is best. 
There jfoes the 
great mother whale, followed by her 
oflspring, both of them moving slow­ 
ly and not heeding the comiiig danger 
The boat lias reached her side, a fear­ 
ful flurry of excitement follows among 
the crew. One, two, and perhaps thrue 
lances are thrown, and away she ^oes. 
coloring the ocean wiih her blood, 
dragging the rope with fearful rapid­ 
ity, then stops, goes into what wo call 
a flurry, or her death agony, whc-n she 
fiW'ims with her head out of water, 
making a circuit of miles and lashing 
the sea into foam with, her tail, and 
as she grows weaker and weaker, 
islackens her pa(e, straightenr herself 
out upon the w’ater on her side, and 


with her head Invariably toward the 
cast, dies. 
If the wind is blowing, 
the sea makes a d e a r breach over 
her as If she were a rock, and this 
has sometimes deceived the mariner. 
I remember one instance where a cap­ 
tain reported In New York the dis­ 
covery of a rock in the track to Eur­ 
ope, and suggested tuat this had per­ 
haps been the cause of many ship­ 
wrecks, when he had only been de­ 
ceived by a dead whale. 
It has fre­ 
quently happened in my experience 
that a whale after being harpooned 
has turned in anger upon his pursuers, 
and with his great flukes shattered 
their boat to pieces and killing many 
men; and I have also known a whale 
when angry to raise himself so far out 
of water as to look like a man on his 
feet, and then to let himself down 
with a crash upon the ill-fated boat. 
And then the speed with which the 
whale can move is a continual wonder 
with all those who have hunted them. 
The quickness and facility with which 
they can use their monstrous flukes is 
only equalled by the coachman’s whip. 
It was never my fate to be seriously in­ 
jured by an angry w^hale, but they 
have frequently suggested very de­ 
cided thoughts of eternity. 
Once a 
fellow dragged me downward into the 
sea “full forty fathoms," judging by 
my feelings; and on another occasion 
I happened to be on the back of a big 
sperm whale when he made a start, 
and holding on to the harpoon, I trav­ 
eled for a short time in a circle at the 
rate of thirty miles per hour, when I 
thought it expedient to slide into the 
sea and trust to being picked up by 
one of the boats forming the hunting 
party. And what will strike you as a 
fish story, but it is true, before I was 
rescued I actually went within an ace 
of swimming directly into the mouth 
of another whale which was strolling 
along the spot as if anxious to inquire 
about the general commotion going on. 
The largest right whale I ever saw 
was captured off the coast of Kams- 
chatka by one of my crews, and tt was 
during the same year that I procured 
a full ship of 3200 barrels of oil and 
40,000 pounds of whalebone within the 
space of sixty days. 
When the mon­ 
ster just mentioned was killed, the 
sea w^as very rough. 
After the boats 
had been lowered, it was necessary to 
move them with great care, lest an 
unlucky w^ave should carry us on top 
of the whale, and this actually hap­ 
pened, for when I called upon the 
harpooner to fasten, he did so, w^hen 
our boat was instantly thrown upw^ard, 
and one man killed. 
Fortunately, be­ 
fore the boat filled, I had time to put 
a fatal lance into the whale, and we 
were rescued by another boat. 
As I 
was getting In, I saw near by the body 
of 
the killed man, in a standing po­ 
sition. a few feet below the surface of 
the water, when by diving I caught 
him by the ear, but a big w^ave came, 
causing me to lose my hold, and the 
body of our brave comrade went down 
out of sight in tho blue waters. 
Into 
this wimle we were obliged to send 
a succession of lances, and he spouted 
blood and disgorged food for six hours, 
having in that time lost what we es­ 
timated at a hundred |)arrels of blood 
alone. 
But I must tell you something 
more about this hero of Kamschatka. 
He was as long as our ship, and she 
measured 120 feet; his greatest girth 
75 feet, head 30 feet long, and flukes 
30 feet broad, 
His lips alone made 
thirty 
barrels 
of 
oil; 
thioat 
and 
tongue the same amount, and the to­ 
tal yield of his blubber was 240 bar­ 
rels. 
The bone taken from the inside 
of his mouth weighed 2800 pounds, 
and his market value, according to 
the prices of oil and bone then ruling, 
?18,GU0, 
And now, w’ithout going into all the 
particulars as to how w'e hunters of 
the sea do our \vork when preparing 
o.ii* gume for preservation, I will give 
>ou a few facts which have come to 
xny personal know'ledge, bearing upon 
ino natural history of tho whale. 
Here, for example, is a fact which 
I have not seen mentioned in any 
authentic books. 
Oo taking off the 
skin of a whale, you come to the blub­ 
ber, which rests upon the flesh or 
jnusde, and this I have found to be 
(‘overed with a fine hair or fur, about 
an inch long; to this fur is attached 
a black pigment which answers th;*? 
purpose and Is used by tho sailors as 
you would a common soap; but the 
signifleanee of this fact is that in 
reality it makes the whale a fur^bear- 
ing animal, 
Jind now about their numbers. 
I 
have sailed a thousand miles v»ithoiiL 
seeing even the sign of a whale; and 
yet, in the North Pacific, 1 have on 
several occasions looked upon a thous­ 
and or more individuals of the sperm 
variety in one great school, covering 
the sea, apparently, to the horizon; 
and when tumbling and rolling and 
pitching and spouting, they have pre­ 
sented a scene of grandeur and con­ 
fusion which no pen could possibly do- 


scrlbe. 
In these schools there is al- 
Wftys one fellow «wimming in the cen* 
ter who seems to be the leader of the 
host, and it is called by the sailors 
the Old Soldier. And I may also here 
mention the curious fact that when 
you strike a whale with the lance, and 
he makes a demonstration with his 
tail, the entire herd go through pre­ 
cisely the same motion, as if influenced 
by a kind of magnetism. 
Nor should 
I omit an allusion to the almost hu­ 
man intelligence of the whale. I have 
known them to lie perfectly still long 
enough to let me get within reach of 
their flukes, and then suddenly turn 
upon the boat and crush it with their 
capacious jaws; and thus have I seen 
them watch for and destroy a num­ 
ber of boats and killing a number of 
men. 
All this is very unkind on the 
part of the kingly creatures of the 
ocean, but I have never been disposed^ 
"^to blatne them for any of their savage 
eccentricities. Not only are they hunt­ 
ed and killed by the Yankee race, but 
they have a more terrible enemy that 
goes by the name of the killer. This 
creature is serpent-like in appearance, 
armed with sharp teeth, and as the 
right whale often swims with his 
mouth open, the killer fastens himself 
on his tongue. 
When thus attacked, 
the whale may be heard a distance of 
ten miles, meanwhile lashing the sea 
into foam with his flukes. 
After the 
killer 
has eaten away 
the tongue, 
then, as a matter of course, the whale 
dies from starvation. 
But again, to 
look upon a pair of whales %vhen 
flghting with each other is a sight that 
can never be forgotten, 
I have seen 
an old fellow, after coming out of 
such a conflict, with his Jaw bones 
bent all out of place, and with fearful 
gashes on his head and all along his 
body. When thus 
fighting—and 
the 
leaders of the various schools often 
come 
together—they 
always 
roar, 
which resembles deep thunder, and the 
spray which they often scatter into the 
air reminds one of the surf on a rocky 
shore. And then they are so ferocious. 
During the Civil W ar it w^as my fort­ 
une to participate in two battles, but 
the terror I then experienced was not 
to be compared with that caused by a 
fight between angry whales in the 
North Pacific. 
And here comes in an incident which 
happened to me at New Zealand a 
great many years ago. I had killed a 
whale, and having stripped off the 
blubber cast off the carcass. The wind 
and tide landed it high and dry on the 
shore. A few' vreeks afterwarcls, on 
visiting this spot, 1 found that a whole 
family of natives had eaten their way 
in(o the carcass and turned it into a 
habitation; and this was anything but 
a “sweet home/* and its influence— 
such as it was—prevaded the whole 
country for miles around. 
And now, my good friend, I will con­ 
tinue my yarns, which I tell you are all 
true, with a brief dash at the sea-ser­ 
pent. I am a believer in the veritable 
existence of such a creature. I once 
saw a specimen in the South Atlantic 
Ocean, near the Ascension Islands. He 
was at least sixty feet long, anl I fol­ 
lowed him with a bold crew for at 
least two miles, but he gave us the 
slip, and went dowm Into the world 
unknown, and I have talked with many 
whalemen in different parts of the 
world who .substantiated my belief. 
In 1847, while working, away from 
Cape Horn against a head wind, I ran 
my vessel into a bay and found safe 
anchorage. After night had settled 
upon us, I discovered a light not far 
from shore, and was greatly bothered 
to know what it meant. When morning 
came I made an exploration, and found 
a trio of shipwrecked sailors in a kind 
of camp. They were in a terrible plight, 
almost without clothing, and greatly 
emaclafed by hunger. Here they had 
been lor nine months, and one of them 
was so weak that he could not stand. 
Seven men had deserted from the ship 
Elinor of Mystic and four of them had 
died and were still unburied. Their 
tale of suffering was most deplorable, 
but I took these survivors on board 
my ship and succeeded in bringing 
them alive and well to New Bedford. 
Many years afterwards, wiiile sitting 
in a friend’s oflice in New York, 1 sud­ 
denly heard my name called by a per­ 
son pres^ent, who rushed up and threw 
his arms around my neck. He was a 
very largo and rough looking fellow, 
and these were his words: 
“Sure’s rm a living man, this is 
the tapiian wiio saved my life at Cape 
Horn! Don’t you know me, captain— 


asked if some of his passengers might 
come aboard and see the process of 
cutting In. 1 consented, and among 
those who visited us was a young lady, 
accompanied by her brother. I did all 
the honors as well as 1 could, and gave 
them a good dinner. The lady was 
greatly pleased, and told her brother 
she did not wish to return to the trans­ 
port, but would like to remain on the 
beautiful American vessel. But this 
could not be, and when the time came 
for parting, I noticed a squall coming 
up from the offing, which Induced me 
to take the visitors to their vessel in 
my own boat. After a hard pull of two 
hours, for the transport had drifted a 
great distance, I placed the party on 
board, and then the lady asked permis­ 
sion to give my crew a drink of brandy 
all around. I consented with reluc­ 
tance, and was foolish enough td par­ 
ticipate in the treat; and when^it.was 
ended,and we were bidding tidieu, I 
accidentally backed oft the gangw ay, 
and fell into the sea, between the ship 
and our boat. I went down about thirty 
feet, and w’hen I came up found my­ 
self astern of the ship, about i>venty 
rods off. Although the water was rough^ 
I had strength to keep on the top. and* 
it was not long before a life-boat 
reached me, and I was saved, but en­ 
tirely helpless from exhaustion. And 
then it was that I heard of the fearful 
screams which my lady iriend had 
uttered when she thought herself the 
cause of my death, and also that it 
w'as by her ow^n hands that the life­ 
boat had been lowered which saved 
me from drowning. When, after many 
hours, I had reached my own vessel 
again, and reflected on all that had 
happened, I solemnly resolved that I 
wo^ild never again touch one particle 
of any kind of intoxicating drink, and 
I have never broken my vow down 
to the present day. Had I been drown­ 
ed, the owner of the vessel would have 
lost heavily, and as all I then pos­ 
sessed w^as invested in that ship, my 
widow w’ould have been penniless. 
But by the special mercy of the Crea­ 
tor, my wife was saved; not only that, 
but after a cruise of fifteen months, 
circumnavigating the globe, I returned 
home with a full ship, and having 
thus acquired a little fortune, conclud­ 
ed to coil up my ropes and anchor on 
slK)re for the balance of my days.— 
Forest and Stream.

And now, with one yarn more, I will 
conclude this letter. My vessel was a 
clipper, 
barque-rigged, 
a particular 
pet, and she always “carried an ivory 
bone in her mouth,'’ as we say of a 
fast sailer. It was jn the Southern 
Ocean, and we were cutting in a small 
whale, when early one morning we 
saw an English transport bearing down 
upon us. The captain spoke us, and

14G3 is the date of the earliest men- 
tion of breakfast, but until a century 
ago It consisted of a draught of ale 
or tea or chocolate, says the Chicago 
News. 
There were only two meals 
a day—dinner, ranging from 9 o'clock 
in the morning in the Fifteenth cen- 
tury to noon in the Seventeenth, and 
supper, which similarly advanced from 
5 o'clock in the afternoon to 7 o'clock.

dial. 
But In the Eighteenth century 
dinner was gradually postponed until 
5 or 6 o'clock in the afternoon. 
When 
it passed midday breakfast 
became 
a necessity and a meal. 
Before this 
liunger had demanded the addition of 
bread and some such relish as radishes 
to the morning draught. 


But when, 100 years ago, cold meats 
and fish began to be served at break- 
fast the utmost surprise was express- 
ed 
Its 
novelty made it fashionable 
and led to the giving of 
breakfast 
parties, of which 
Mr. 
Gladstone's 
were the last. 
Eleven or 12 o'clock 
was the hour, and it was declared to 
be par excellence the meal for poets. 
Tom Moore was au inveterate break- 
faster. and after the trencher 
work 
sang for the company's entertainment. 


Breakfast finally became an Institu- 
tion as a necessary oasis In the long 
stretch between supper overnight iand 
dinner the next afternoon. 
Tliis ap- 
pearance of breakfast a century ago 
thus made England for the first time 
a three-meals-a-day nation.

A German authority estimates the 
foreign investments

BelBhnn, a 
country liavlng 6.000.000 inhabitants 
and about one-quarter atf large an area 
at Ohio, at no less than $1,500,000,IK>0. 
In proportion to the numerical strength 
of the Belgians and their natural re­ 
sources, these flgures make the 
000,000, or thereabout, which repre­ 
sents French capital put into invest­ 
ments outside of France look small, 
and they compare well with tho larg­ 
est current estimates of Groat Britain’s 
investments beyond the narrow limits 
of tho. British Isles. 
Authorities dlll'er widely concerning 
tho amount of Biitlsh money put into 
other countries, some being as low as 
$C,000,000.(H)0, not counting British pos­ 
sessions, like India and British colo­ 
nies. 
To include tliese favorite Helds 
for British enterprise might double 
the figures given. But it is not many 
years since the London Stock Exchange 
calcxilated tho probable total of the 
foreign investments of the British peo­ 
ple at more than $17,000,(XK),000.

does not seem posible that any great 
decrease can have taken place since 
1S9G. 
Germany is believed to have half as 
much 
money 
invested 
abroad 
as 
France, or twice as much as Belgium, 
but German wealtli and German enter­ 
prise are alike fast gaining ground, 
and these corporations will soon be 
radically changed. Russia Is the great 
debtor nation of Europe, ond in that 
country billions 6f dollars of French, 
Belgian and German money has found 
employment, at greater or less risk, 
and with widely varying returns.—Bos­ 
ton Transcript.

Woman Attacked iii Home. 
A criminal assault was attempted Wed­ 
nesday morning between the hours of four 
and five o’clock at the home of Mrs.

One 
of them, described as a tall man seized the 
younser w^oman but let her go when he 
discovered her mothei^ lying on a cot in 
the corner. "When the latter called out, 
the man let Miss Sheeder go, a diversion 
which slie took advantage of by dashing 
out of the room and through a back door. 
Though without clothing except her 
night robe and with only shoes on her 
feet, she ran across the fields towards the 
Oyler house, several hundred yards away. 
She fell several times in the deep snow 
and her limbs were badly cut by the sharp 
crust, but she managed to reach the house, 
arousing Mr. Oyler and his son. Price.

RAISING DRUG PLANTS 


A MAN.EATINC HORSE.

A O M . HE United States raises a 
J|| 
sood many of its medicln- 
O 
O al plants, but it Is so ad- 
dieted to the drug habit 
that it pays an annual bill 
of sumo $1G,0()0,(XX) to other countries 
for Importations, If those drugs tnust 
be used, it is only natural to ask if 
Ihe patient cannot save some of the 
money by encourafiing the home Indus­ 
try 
A good many of the drug plants 
are products of the tropics, and cannot 
be raised here; but expert authorities 
inform us that some four or five mil­ 
lion dollars* worth of the others could 
readily be produced in the back yards 
of our suburban homes. 
There has been a steadily increasing 
shortage iu tho common golden seal, 
or Hydrastis canadensis. At ono time 
golden seal was so abundant In the 
East that it Avas torn up and burnt by 
farmers to keep it from overrunning 
their fields. In the Ohio valley it was 
considered a i>ost. 
But to-day It is 
worth about seventy-five cents a pound 
wholesale in the market, and it is eag­ 
erly hunted for by drug plant collect­ 
ors. There are scarcely 150,000 pounds 
collected annually in this country, and 
the actual demand is several times this 
amount. 
Golden seal will grow easily on rich, 
loose garden soil. The soil should be 
made to imitate that of the woods or 
forest as nearly as possible. The plants 
are put in rows six Inches from each 
other, with a foot between each row. 
It takes about three years from plant­ 
ing before harvesting, and after that 
an annual supply of roots should be 
had. In two seasons the original plants 
should increase foui? times by dividing 
the rhizomes, which can be cut up In 
the fall. After the second year the in­ 
crease should be much faster, for the 
rhizomes can be cut into small pieces, 
and cach one bearing a bud will form 
a new plant. The original plants can 
either be obtained from the woods or 
from nurseries. 
In either case they 


on the money and labor invested. 
It 
will grow in soil that Is not very rich, 
and once the plantation is started^ it 
continues to yield an income for the 
simple work of harvesting it. To make 
it profitable it should bo raised on a 
fairly liberal scale—not less than five 
or ten acres. 
In the South In partic­ 
ular it can be raised at little cost. It 
can be started from seed, and then in­ 
creased rapidly by cuttings, so that 
within two or three years a plantation 
should be in full growth. 
The loaves 
are simply stripped from the bushes 
and dried out of doors on wooden racks, 
after which they are baled for market, 
Belladona, henbane and stramonium 
grow in this country under cultiva­ 
tion, so that good crops can be har­ 
vested, and they all occur here as wild 
plants or weeds, AVe import quantities 
of all three from middle and southern 
Europe, and pay a good price for them. 
All of these are susceptible to culture 
in small gardens, their roots growing 
rapidly, and their leaves furnishing an 
abundance of medicinal material for 
drug purposes. Stramonium is an an­ 
nual, and must be planted from seed 
each year, but belladona and henbane 
are biennials, and can be increased by 
root division. The leaves are collected 
and dried in warm* airy places for 
market. 
Prices for these drugs are moderately 
good, and an acre of Jand devoted to 
their culture should yield fair profits, 
the labor of cultivating is small, the 
chief item of expense being harvesting 
and drying of the leaves. In the case of 
belladona the roots are also collected 
and sold for medicinal purposes. The 
work is all light, interesting and profit­ 
able for man or woman. 
While caraw’^ay, anise, and coriander 
seeds are not usually classed among 
drugs in the eyes of the average per­ 
son, they are thus claslfied by dealers. 
They are imported in. large quantities 
from other countries. 
The value of 
imported anise-seed oil alone is nearly

There is needed a well-drained, rich 
soil for the opium poppy, and the small

Fair prices are quoted in the drug 
trade for dock and dandelion roots, 
and the cultivated sorts are so much 
superior to the wild that there is mon­ 
ey jn them. 
All that the farmer or 
householder needs to do is to start a 
rich piece of damp ground with the 
root.s of the dandelion or burdock, and 
then by transplanting cuttings each 
year a large supply could be raised. 
The plants take possession of the soil, 
but the small ones should be thinned 
out to give the better growths moi-e 
room. 
To cultivate dandelions, bur­ 
dock and couch grass seems like an ab­ 
surdity to some, but we have it upon 
the authority of the Department of Ag­ 
riculture that many tons of these roots 
aro imported annually into this coun­ 
try for the drug trade. 
Experiments have bt*en made to in­ 
troduce the camphor and corlc trees 
in the Southern States, and some little 
success has been attained, but it would 
seem much more to the point if farm­ 
ers would attempt the cultivation of 
wild native plants that we now have 
to import to. meet tho ordinary drug 
trado dc'nand. 
There is a common 
bago. wliich vro raise in such small 
quantities that we have to depend upon 
Italy for our needs. 
The prices for 
arc s:uall, and this fact iias dis­ 
couraged inauy from undertaking t^ 
raise it. 
But the plant is easily cul­ 
tivated, requiring practically no great 
attention, and its annual crop of leaves 
is large. Five or ten acres devoted to

We import some 40.000 pounds of 
thyme oil, which is made from the 
ordinary thyme of our old New Enj^- 
land gardens, while great quantities 
of the leaves are used for culhiary pur­ 
poses, 
The commercial growing of 
thyme on a small scale should prove a 
profitable Industry, cs:>ecially as a side 
issue in gardening or farming where 
land is cheap and plentiful. 
Lavender oil is of medicinal value, 
and lavender seeds and leaves of great 
toilet value. 
Our total importations 
of tills oil and leaves amount in value 
to over ?10ü,ü00. The lavender of com­ 
merce is raised in this country for pi*i- 
vate uses, and it should Cud a place in 
the ordinary garden of drugs that one 
starts for profit. Its sweet odor should 
add materially to the pleasure of cul­ 
tivating the plants. 
Cliamomile flowers, senna leaves, and 
the leaves and flowers of saffron and 
salilower are imported for the drug 
trade to a total valuation of about 
$170,000. 
They 
are ail plants 
that 
thrive in this country, and in the early 
New England days, when drug stores 
were scarce, they were found in nearly 
every herb or medicinal plant garden. 
They are found growing wild in some 
parts of this country, especially Jn the 
neighborhood of old gardens, where 
they were probably at one time culti­ 
vated. 
The roots of sarsaparilla grow wild 
in the Carolinas, and they have been 
cultivated to some extent in other parts 
of the country, while orris, gentian, and 
ginger roots have been experimented 
with in the warm Southern States.— 
Scipntific American.

Pepys, for instance, went down to the 
admiralty at 4 or 5 o’clock in the 
morning on no other breakfast than 
half a pint of wine or a dram of cor­ 
dial. 
But in the Eighteenth century 
dinner was gradually postponed until 
5 or 6 o’clock in the afternoon. When 
it passed midday breakfast became 
a necessity and a meal. 
Before this 
hunger had demanded the addition of 
bread and some such relish as radishes 
to the morning draught. 
But when. 100 years ago. cold meats 
and fish began to be served at break­ 
fast the utmost surprise was express­ 
ed. 
Its 
novelty made it fashionable 
and led to the giving of breakfast 
parties, of which 
Mr. 
Gladstone’s 
were the last. 
Eleven or 12 o’clock 
was the hour, and it was declared to 
be par excellence the meal for poets. 
Tom Moore was an inveterate break- 
faster, and after the trencher work 
sang for the company’s entertainment. 
Breakfast finally became an institu­ 
tion as a necessary oasis in the long 
stretch between supper overnight hnd 
dinner the next afternoon. 
This ap­ 
pearance of brealvfast a century ago 
thus made England for the first time 
a three-meals-a-day nation.
